Whites vs. Ohinese. ' 

lu pievioua articles wo bavo ti'lod to 
show that tho preBence of Cliineso iu 
numbers suffic.ent to diivo out the 
■white laborer is an unmiti'^atod curso 
that will.grow with the growth aud 
8trength6<^,with the strength of our 
Province. We produced statisticH that 
ciinnob*b"e Sisputea to show that up- 
wards of $800,000 of the ' 'circulating 
medium" is sent yearly to China, and 
that that large amount is loflb . to the 
Province forever. It is scarcely ne- 
cessary to point out that had that nio- 
ner been paid to white laborers it 
would .nearly all bq in circulation in 
o'.n inuUt at tbis moment. "We bavo, 
pi-obably, not less than 2500 whilo 
familioH in British Columbia to day, 
each family representing an average 
uf four persons. We have 3000 Chi- 
luiso hil)()rers in' the Province. Bach 
laborer represents himself and him- 
Belf only. Oo the authprity of a promi- 
nent Chinese house we make the state- 
ment that not a Ohinese laborer now iu 
this Provinlse has a wife; and that, 
from merchant to laborer, from maiter 
to slivve," there are only five lawfully 
married Ohiueso women in the Province. 
Facia are said to be stubborn tluut's; but 
this fact 18 a diagracuful, demoralizing, 
■wicked ibiiiB. Tbo more \vt> poiulor orer 
the coudition of labor lieio tlio more we 
are .surjjriRed that Christian men, civiliz- 
ed men, men with faniilieo growing up- 
nronnd them, who have been entrusted 
■with tlie government of this Province, 
and wTio" have been sworn to 
govern it with a due regard for 
the best interests of the people of the 
oonntry, can be found to oflfer every in- 
ducement to Chinamen who have no fam- 
ilies to support to come into and remain 
in the country, whiUt they throw obsta- 
oleB in the way of white laborers with 
families earning a subsisteDOe. Let us 
look at the two claBseo from an eoonomio 
point of view for a moment: On the one 
baud we Ijavu twenty-five hundred white 
families raulliplied by four repre-senting 
just ten thousand souls to be lioiisod ,fed , 
olotliod and educated in the Province, 
their wants aflfordiug eniploynieut to uu- 
uii'ro'as'T.rtiBaus, mechanics ami teachers. 
<»11 onnsumiug the produce of the coun- 
tvv, ui fact, imparting life andcnergy to 
evt!i'y iiulustry by the demand they cause 
for articles the want of whi'-li civilization 
Las created. On the other hund there 
stand 3UUU C'luucHe. lou cannot bring 
the irinltiplicatiou table into operation in 
their case, because they do not reproduce 
themselves in thiu oountry. Packed, like 
iniicliorel in a kit, fifty houses will 
hold them all. They require no sohools, 
<ir books; no clothing or food except 
■what by the term.s of ngroeiuont with 
their masters they mt«/ buy of thoir own 
people. Tbey need no vehiolos to trans- 
port their traps from the ship to tho bar- 
i-Hckn- a stout pole carries everything, 
lu short, their whole aim while in the 
oountry seems to be to take bb much as 
thev can ovit cf it and leave nothing be 
]ii„",|_not even their houet-l >o'.v wo are 
told by the riovornment tlint they are 
justified iu employing Chinamen on pub- 
lic \vorl;>. beciuise they wiil work cheaper 
th.ui white men; but tho Government 
Corbel!! that the 860 earned by the whito 
jiiuii, if he irt married, is expended in the 
.oi|.|iort of a family; or, if he be anmar- 
i-n-a. Ill some other way that keeps the 
(aouGV iu circulation amongst the people 
from "whom it was taken; but tho SIO 
j>;iid the Chinaman is seen no more in 
til. s country. In the one case the tax 
p.iver is enriched by the presence of fam 
ilii's'whose wants give an impetus to 
,-\(M V bri'.nch of of iiiilusti-y; in the other, 
tlip uioncv paid away for '-clieiv)) and 
aiiHty" labor retnruH not to the taxpay- 
er again. We cannot leave the social 
branch of Ihe Chinese ilvil with- 
out referriug to a gross libel perpetrat- 
ed by the Standard in its yesterday's is- 
s.iu> on the workingmen of this Province.

Wo wish to place on record a protest 
against the supinonosa, neglect, indif- 
ference, inh umauity — we had almost 
written total depravity— of the Board of 
Health. Elected to look after the sani 
tary condition of tho city, to provide for 
tho indigent sick aud prevent the spread 
of disease — they seem, within tho oast 
few days, to bave shamefully neglected 
their duty. The Board was notified on 
Sunday of last week that an Indian af- 
flicted with a loathsome disease was ly- 
ing beneath a bit of canvass in full v.ew 
of persons passing along Store street. 
The Inspector of Police and a pliyaioian 
visited tho spot. The ease w<»a pronounc- 
ed "a very bad one," and was duly re- 
ported to the Board. Friday and Satur- 
day passed away. The poor Indian lay 
on the cold bosom of Mother Earth aloi^p 
in hia misery, unwatched, nncarod for, 
with no one to hand him a drink of water, 
a drop of medicine or a bit of food, uutil 
Sunday morning, when ho put an end 
to his existence. For three daya 
the iofeoted man lay exposed to the 
sun, and the poisonous exhalations weru 
borne far and wide over the city, on tho 
wings of the western breezo -perhaps in- 
fecting a acore of houHuholdH. On Sun- 
day night an Indian woman died in a 
shanty on Humboldt street. An Iiii'.mu 
watcher immediately deserted tho corpse, 
and is at this moment jostling passers 
along the pnblio thoroughfares. Shortly 
after his departure, another Indian en- 
tered the hut and stole the blankets from 
the corpse, and ia doubtless now uaiug 
them iu some thickly settled quarter! 
These statements are facts which cau be 
attested by dozens of witnessea. Now, 
what should be done with our Board of 
Health ? We dislike to apeak harshly of 
men who serve the city without fee or 
regard ; we know they mu.st be at tlieir 
wits' end for means to grapple with the 
terrible scourge, but they aliould not 
have accepted the duties if they did not 
intend to discharge them. Their cfTortB 
seem to lack tho first element of success 
— organization. Therefore, when fresh 
oases are reported, there seems to be no 
nfiichiqery that can be set in motion to 
enforce the 'law. With ample power 
they are powerless; with unlimited funds 
they do nothing. This dallying with a 
contagion is nnbearable, beoause it opens 
every man's door to admit the horror. 
Let the Board make up their minds to do 
their duty or resign.

A.. C. Elliott Esq., hold on inquest 
yesterday at 'i o'clock into tho circura- 
stances attending tho fire on Government 
street ou Sunday morning. 

Messrs. Heistorman, H. Msnsell, J. R. 
Becker, Mr. Brown, R. Plummer and W. 
Wilson were thT jury, and the first wit 
noes called was Seageant Bloomlield,wlio 
deposed that about i! o'clock ou dunday 
morning, as ho and Constable White were 
on duty , on Government street, they 
smelt Hon'.ething liko old rags burning 
and saw the street full of smoke in tho 
neighborhood of TrouQce Alley; could 
not tell where it came from, until on 
looking through the key hole of Cohon'a 
store witness saw tho retioction of firo 
ill the back part of tho store and on tho 
side iieurefit to the Standard offlco. Did 
not then see any light in Mr. Nuttall's 
ollice; wont and rang tho hook k ladder 
boll and came baok iu about 10 minutes, 
and found Nuttalla, burning, Cohen'splaoe 
:iot broken into then. Conld not say 
who burst into Ooben's. There was nu 
sign of fire half an hour previously, and 
nol/ody loafing about tho neighborhood. 
Witness boliovod tho tiro originated on 
Cohen's premises. There was a buck 
way into them from Langloy gtroot. 

'f ile jury here went to viow tho looulity 
of the fire. Constable J. White oorro 
borated the evidence of the last witness 
uud uuid that the door at Cohen's was 
Ourst open by cuustablo Lindsay and J. 
Moriey. \Vm. Ilustoa, barkeeper at tuo 
Grotto, sail! tie bud heard an alarm of flro 
at uboiil 3 o'clock ou Sunday morning, 
went out into the street once or twice 
and the suooud lime saw fire in Mr. Nui 
tali's offioe. 

ti.il. Cohen sworn. Left his store 
on Government street in company with 
Me.s.sia. SVeller, Gowen and Sliultz about 
1U::;0 p. m. on Saturday, and went ovei 
lo .McNill'o's. WiluHSo atoro was all safe 
then and hocouiil not toll how tho lire 
originated. In uUHWer lo question put 
by ihe jury, Witu«»B said ho had no 
tire iu sluve. Could not rumumbur uuy 
person smoking there, had uu cigar him 
soil just previous to leaving, turned ofT 
tho gas and never left It burning all 
night. Had no matches for sale, fasteu- 
ed the buuk door, but did not meddle with 
lue windows iu lUe buck room and did 
not fjtsten tUe door between the buck 
room and store, and could Dot t&y if 
tuurti wiM aaykhiug lying about which 
mi|{ht oaloU lire f a matoh was oarele>taly 
thrown into It. ( t'o Mr. B Plnmmer } 
Was insured iu the Phoenix for S7&00 
Valued tiis Btoak at 88500. Witness' 
book wonld show (trUat stock wai ou 
tinnd. If the books Were burut, witness 
had duplicates books. Gould not write 
Eugiiau aud kept book-i in Hebrew, and 
dictated from them to a person employ eii 
>>y witness to keep them in English. 
Stock was taken about six weeks buek 

.Mr Nnltiill oooupiod an oIlicH) nest 
dour tu the last wituess, loft it about six 
ou Saturday, did not lock "t up as John- 
sou lockod and opened it, cleanoil it, itc 
Hud uu firo of any kiud in the store, and 
left no lamps burning and no mutohea. 
Could not tell how the tire commenced.

8700. 

Lohso Chief Engineer, said blaze 
lirst in Nuttall's olHco, but could not tell 
which place the fire commenced in. 

Mr. Levy had tiio hose piije ou Sunday 
morning couhl not tell where the lire ex- 
isted, but Ihuiiglit It was at Nuttall's. 

One or two other witness were eiuraiu 
ed, but nothing further was elicited and 
after a short deliberation the jury re- 
turned ft verdict that the lire originated 
iu Mr. Cohen's store, but there was no 
evidence to show how it was caused.
